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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Rankl, a prior art reference, discloses messages serving as a command input to said smart card used to control the operation of said smart 
card. Examples provided in Rankl are command inputs by which the value contained on the smart card are decreased or increased. Rankl 
does not state that the command input is not communicated as alphanumeric messages nor as a Short Message Service (SMS) message. 
However, Short Message Service is a conventional and standard transmission methodology, as disclosed by Manterfield, a prior art 
reference, and the Applicant's own admission, 

In the instant case, the cited prior art references were available in the field at the time of the purported invention. The Applicant merely 
implemented a variation of the existing elements present within the prior art in establishing his/her own invention, either through substitution 
and/or combination of such prior existing elements. Where, as here "[an application] claims a structure already known in the prior art that is 
altered by the mere substitution of one element for another known in the field, the combination must do more than yield a predictable 
result," KSR, 127 S.Ct. at 1740, 82 USPQ2d at 1395 (citing United States v. Adams, 383 U.S. 50-51, 148 USPQ 479, 483 (1966)). 
Furthermore, in the instant case, each incorporated element performs the same function and/or provides the same utility as intended in 
their original state, and therefore yields a predictable result. 

Applicant is merely having the command inputs to a smart card, as disclosed by Rankl, communicated or transmitted as an alphanumeric 
command input, as disclosed by Manterfield and Admission. Examiner fails to see how this is not just a recombination of an existing 
technology (smartcards) with an existing transmission standard (SMS or alphanumeric messages). 
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
